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The Bai-no-Soshi is the oldest iconograpf of plants in Japan and was 
painted in 1267. We can find 17 species in it, which were identified by 
Shirai (1934), Ueno (1973) and Y. Kimura (1973). Among them, the no. 2 
may be verified as Isodon japonicus, and no. 9 as Lysimachia japonica or L. 
Tanakae. Nos. 11 and 13 are still uncertain.
